omcera and Directors Elected by the Agri- 
cultural Aaaoclatton, 

The British Columbia Agricultural Asso- 
ciation held their annual meeting in the 
city hall last evening. Dr. Milne, the presi- 
dent, in the chair. 

Dr. Milne after the preliminary business 
was concluded congratulated the associa- 
tion on the present exhibition, whioh excelled 
that of any previous year. After alluding to 
the transfer to the city of the grounds and 
buildings of the association ho advised in- 
creaaed efforts on the part of all the mem- 
bers, as it waa only by working together 
and getting good competition that success 
could be maintained. After regretting that 
the floods on the Fraaer bad lessened the 
Mainland exhibit, he stated that the rela- 
tions of the directorate had been most har- 
monious. In passing, he gave a deserved 
compliment to Mr, Lamberton, the superin- 
tendent, for hia efiBoient work. Ho hoped, 
in conclusion, that in the future tho citizens 
of Itritish Columbia would support thoir 
agricultural assooialions as they had in the 
past. (Applnuae.) 

Tho eeuretary, Mr. C. E Renouf, remark- 
ed that in accordance with the agreement 
with tho city tho constitution should be 
changed to give tho city its repreaontation 
of five appointoea on tho board. Hopro- 
eeded to apeak of the fine number of ex- 
hibits and the favorable comments that visi- 
tors had made. 'Tho school exhibit was 
touched on, tho excellent work done by tho 
pupils being very highly coinmondod. The 
Kupor Island industrial school hid done 
very well in needle work, the girla from thia 
institution taking (|uito a number of the 
prizes. Mr. Renouf suggested an adjourn- 
ment for two weeks, so that a better oppor- 
tunity could be had of diacuasing any pro- 
pdaod changes. 

On referring to the constitution it was 
found that tho dlreotoroto had to he elected 
at a meeting held during the exhibition, so 
tho meeting proceeded to business. 

Aid. Koith- Wilson, speaking of the repre- 
sentation of tho city council on tho board, 
thought that tho city council would no 
doubt bo willing to sgreo to a sug- 
gestion thrown out by tho President 
that the asaooiation should choose ten mem- 
bers, the city ten members and the country 
members ten. As for the exhibition, visi- 
tora from 'Tacoma had aaid that though they 
had a big show over there they had never 
seen such a nicely arranged and excellent 
exhibition anywhere aa Viotoria'a, He 
would do hia but in the oity council to for- 
ward tlie intereais of the assooiatlon and he 
hoped every oitizsn would awake to tho 
foot that it was well worthy of support, 

Mr. Renouf moved that the constitution 
be amended to make the directorate com' 
posed of preaidontiVioe-president, secretary, 
treasurer, and thirty members, ten to 
bo chosen by the city, and twenty by the 
association.

Mr. Renouf then moved to change tho 
membership fcs from .Sli to §2, so us to fur- 
ther populariz i tho asbociation, 

Mr. N, Shakespeare said that it no doubt 
would populari/o tho association to lower 
tho fee, lb wau a mietoko to have it too 
much.

Heports of Strained Belations Be- 
tween France and Ensrland Vari- 
onsly Commented Upon. 



The Sitnatlon in the Island— France 
Tbongriit Great Britain's Hands 
Were Tied,- 



Steps Taken for the Protection of 
British and American Citizens 
in China. 

London, Gob, -t. — Dispatches from Antan- 
anarivo, Madagascar, say bhat a blockade of 
the ports of the island having been pro- 
claimed by France the resident general has 
gone to Tamartave. He has been instructed 
to take measures to protect the colonists in 
the event of war. 

Router's agency virtually denies tho re- 
port in circulation that the ports had boon 
blockaded and expresses the opinion that 
the report arose from thefaotthatFrenob war- 
ships hod been ordered to exercise increased 
Burveillanoo over the Madagascar coast to 
prevent the landing of munitions of w*r. 

The Times publishes a dispatch from 
Vienna referring to tho conciliatory diplom- 
ooy of M. De Craia,lato French ambassador to 
England, when that diplomat was in Aus- 
tria, whioh says : " Tho public reports re- 
ceived strengthen the opinion that a diflor- 
ence between himself and M. Hanotaux, 
French minister of foreign affairs, prompted 
M. De Craia' reaignation, while private ac- 
counts confirm them. It is believpd that 
M. Hanotaux will negotiate with England 
in an arbitrary and uncompromising spirit. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Paris 
says there is nothing pending between 
France and England suflioiently grave to 
justify a scare. MadagoECir is the only 
bUck point in the', hotizon, and, ac :ording 
to Paris opinion. Great Britain ought to re- 
strain her officers from drilling Hova troops 
or to insist that they quit tho British ser- 
vice, but there is no sign of a national 
paroxysm against England, The anti-gov>, 
ernment newspapers, seeking to make oapr-- 
tal, denounce the lethargy of the oabinet in' 
defending the interests of Franco. 

The Times says: "We are liound to, 
assume that the cabinet was not convened 
without some serious cause," The remainder, 
of its editorial is de-voted to French qnestiona. 
and concludes : Most persons acquainted 
with l^a situation will be more disposed to 
seek the cause in the east, than elsewhere. 
These inferences may be wrong, bat they 
cannot be deemed irrational." 

The Diily News deprecates thescareonthe' 
stock exchange yesterday in regard to the 
relations between France and England, and 
characterizes the alleged anxiety aa a mere 
flurry. It admits that the bnaineaa for 
whose discussion the cabinet waa anm- 
moned, is of a most urgent nature, but the 
wonder is why cabinet councils are not held 
more frequently. The war between China 
and Japan, the state of the Czar's health, 
the situation in Madascar, and several other 
minor questions affecting France and Eng-^ 
land, supply topics concerning whioh the 
cabinet may well be summoned. 

The Standard soys that it believes it is 
certain the relations between Great Britain 
and France are of the most cordial nature, 
but if they are to continue so French opinion 
should be courteonsly acquainted with tho 
misgivings which Great Britain hos in re- 
gard to the consequences of armed oction in 
Madagascar. If Franco will give a frank 
disclaimer of any intention to annex the 
island or to turn the Malagiy's positions into 
French military garritons and French poata, 
it would be pretty certain to disarm all sus- 
picion in England, The Standard wama 
Franco that England will not allow her in- 
terests to be imperiled, 

Tho Chronicle reads o lecture to the alarm- 
ists, and trusts they are ashamed of their 
story of strained relations with France, and 
of the wholly unjustifiable report of ablook- 
ade of Mudagaacar— a report which waa an 
invention on the face of it. 

The Telegraph says it cannot be pre- 
tended that the circumstances whioh caused 
the summoning of a cabinet council are 
otherwise than alarming. The weight of 
opinion is in favor of attributing it to the 
French question.- 

Tho dispute between France and England 
regarding Madagaaoar ia one of long atand- 
ing. Madaguoar, a large ialand separated 
from the souteastern portion of Africa by 

tho Mo/.imbiquo channel, is virtually under 
a French proteotorato, although it is claimed 
in England that at leaat one .savonth of the 
island is hold by Britiali capital. Tho 
French embassy in London recently answer- 
ed a communication from the Madagascar 
consul in London by a formal atuttmont 
that, cllicially, there is no longer such u per- 
son in London as a Madagascar consul, and, 
it waa added, tho ugonta of Franco in vari- 
ous countries roproeont tho llovua govern- 
ment. Early last month the French govern- 
ment evidently determined upon taking de- 
cided action in regard to Madagascar, prob- 
ably believing that tho hands of England 
were tied by the complicationa brought 
about by the war between China und Japan. 
Const quontly M. Lo Myro do Villiora was 
sent on a special mission to MadagaBcar, and 
it was understood that ho was, to all intents 
and purposes, instructed to demand the 
abdication of tho governinont and to annex 
tho Island to Franco. 

Tho reigning sovereign of Madagascar is 
(^'ueon Rinavanola III, who wja born in 
IStil. Sho succeeded to tho throne in 1883 
and was soon afterwards married to her 
prime minister, Rainilaiarivony. The 
Queen belongs to the Hova tribe, the most 
advanced of the Malagasy races. The popu- 
lation of the islaiid is estimated at from 
3,500,000 to 5,000,000 souls, but the govern- 
ment will allow no'oensus to be taken. I'he 
Malagasy standliSg army is ettitnated at 
20,000 men, most of whom are armed with 
modern rifles, A number of Armstrong 
guna of small calibre are owned by the govr 
ornmont. The navy consists of two' gun- 
boats which Wero purohssed from France. 
There arc no roads in tho country, the only 
means of carnmunicatinn being by the rivers 
or by rough paths. In all the world there 
are only two larger islands than MadagaS' 
oar, its area being 228,000 cquare miles.

The Elect a Canadian and Son of the 
Late Bishop of Nova 
Scotia. 



Nktv Westminsteb, Oot 4.— (SpeolBn- 
ThoSynodof tho Anglican church in this 
diooeso may be coiinrntuluted ujion tlio 8uc- 
ocxaful mannor in which tho rather compli- 
cated niachiuery for aleotiog a bitbop 
worked yosterday, and the BuocoBBful reault 
wbioh has bo far been attained. This is the 
firab time the synod of this diocoso baa been 
called upon td porform thla reaponeiblo 
function, and it is also tho lirat oleotion for 
a bishop whioh baa taken place in Canada 
■inoe the oanaoUdation of the church in this 
country. la oooBequenoe the prooecdinfjs 
have been anzioualy watched by tho wfiolo 
Canadian churoh, and it Ib prodictod tliut 
gonoral satisfaction will bo given by 
tho unnounoement that the choice of 
tho synod has fallen upon a Canadian born 
und bred, and at the same time connected 
by cloBc ties with tho mother country. The 
unanimous choice of the clergy and laity 
has fiklleu upon Rov. W. Hibbert Hinney, 
M A., rector of Wilton, Northwidi, Cho- 
shiro, anil 8on of tlio late Kt. Uov. BiHhop of 
Nova Scotia. Of his work in Kngland tho 
moat lUttoring tcetiniony haa been borne by 
thoGo in roaponaiblo poaitioiie, and if ho will 
only accept tho ununiinoua co.ll of iho diocese 
it is oxpeclod he will prove tho vory man 
roijuired. 

i'he proceedings ycHterday were marked 
by thorough liurnioiiy und good feeling bo- 
tv.'cca the clergy and luity. The ineinbera 
of synod met ut St. Mury'e, Suppnrton us 
tho archdeacon waa too unwell for him to 
bo allowed to como into town. Tlio synod 
waa conaliluted at 1 p.m. by readiug tho 
mandate of tho aonior blahopof tho Province, 
Bishop Ridley of Caledonia, for the election 
of a bishop. On tho oalliug of tho roll it 
was found that IS cluigy und .'to laymen 
were present, being well over tho two-thirds 
of each order reijuired by the canon. 

The clerical doleqatos wore : Ven. Arch- 
deacon Woods, and Kov. II. G. F. Clinton, 
H H. Gowcn. A. H. Shildrick, P. D. 
Woods, C Crouoher, W. Bell, T. VV^ Outor- 
bridge, T. Green, W. Ballen, L. N. Tucker, 
E. P. Flewellyn, H. E. Edwarda, R. Small, 
G. Ditcham, A. A. Dorrell, A. Akehurst 
and F. YoUand. 

The question waa put to the meeting 
without dlBOUBBion whether or not tbe synod 
ihould proceed to an election or should it 
delegate the duty to tbe two remaining 
biihopa of tbe province, together with three 
other bishops to be appointed by the synod. 
With one voice (he olergy and laity alike 
decided to go on with the election. Nomi- 
nations were then declared in order and the 
lollowiDg olergy were nominated for the 
vacant poBltion ; 

Rev. W. H. Binney, vicar of Wilton, 
Cheshire, Eng. ; Rev. J. Cope, reotor of St. 
Thomas, Ont. ; Rev. H. H. MoBg, rector of 
Chittoe, Eng ; Rov. Dr. Langtry, Toronto ; 
Canon Thornloo, rector of Sberbrooke, and 
Rov. Daniel Stine, principal of the Dor- 
chester Missionary College, Eng. 

The synod then went into committee of 
tho whole, and tho qualifloationa of the 
various nomineea wore frankly diacussed. 
After sufficient information had been given, 
tho synod resolved iteolf into separate 
chimbera and ballot;iEg began. Tho clergy 
balloted first and after live ballots the vob- 
ing stood : Binney, 13 ; Thornloo, 5. 

Mr. Binney was ihon reported aa having 
tho required two-thirds majority, and the 
result waa reported to tho lay house. The 
first ballot in tho lay house showed a very 
even division of favors batwoen Rov. Mr. 
Thornloe and Rov. Mr. Binney, but after 
three ballots tbe election of Mr. Binney was 
declared unanimous. The two houseB then 
Oime together and tho election was made 
unanimously by both orders. 

After a vote of sympathy with Mrs. Silli- 
too in her bereavamont a^d a vote of thanks 
to Atchdajcon Woods, the Te Deum was 
sung aa an act of praise and tho aynod ad- 
j lurned. 

The result of tho oleotion has been wired 
to the Bishop elect and his reply is anxious- 
ly awaited. 

Rev. W. Hibbert Binney, M.A., is a Kova 
Scotiaa by birth and is 37 years of age. He 
waa educated at Kings college, N. S., and 
Oxford, England.

Impertaut Meeting of H.lf. Privy 
Council -Not Time for Eue- 
land to Interfere. 



Probability of an Early and Deeisive 
Battle— Tbe Japanese are 
Confldent. 



London, Oct. 4 —The Marquia of Ripon, 
the coloniitl uecrotary, arrived ut tho col- 
onial o(Eco last night, and held a oonmltn- 
tion with various olfioiala oonnooted wilh 
afifaira in China. The IndiaD ofiBoe has been 
in frequent oommunioation with the viceroy 
and oommander-in-chief of the forces in In- 
dia rcRardirg the time rt quisito to dispatch 
troops to China. IJritish Minister O'Con- 
nor's dispatches from Ptkin indicates that 
the danger to foroigaors in China is consid- 
erable. Sir V\ illiam Robinson, governor of 
Hongkong, and Admiral Fromanlle, com- 
mander of tho Uritish tlfjet, are acting in 
conjunction with Mr. O'Connor for the pro- 
tection of British rights. Admiral Fro- 
mantle has twenty vetsola in his fleet, but 
maijy of them are obsolete from a lighting 
point of view, and burely able to do du'y. 
It is stated that China would make no ob- 
jection to giving Britidh troops a oanipiug 
place on the mainland. 

Tho meeting of the cabinet, called two 
days ago, was held at noon to-day, all the 
ministers, with the exception of Sir William 
Harcourt, Henry Campbell Bannerman and 
the secretary of state for India, being pres- 
ent. The meeting oloaod at 1:40. 

Lord Dufferin, tbe British ambassador to 
France, faas, aoooiding to tbe 8t, James' 
Gazettn, been summoned to London. 

Several of the Paris newspapers attribute 
tbe oalling of the oabiaet meeting to oom- 
plioationa wbioh are likely to arise and may 
result in the total overthrow of China 
through the oontinned Japanese viotories. 

Nothing has been offioially promuIi;ated 
as to the decisions of the cabinet council. 
The Exchange Telegraph Company says six 
thousand troops will be sent from India to 
protect the Chinese treaty ports. It is 
semi-officially announced that the cabinet 
session was for the discussion of affairs in 
the east. The Central News says the 
cabinet has decided to send two additional 
cruisers and two more gunboats to China. 

The Independcnon Beige snya tho lime has 
not yet cnnio for I^ogland to inteifcre in 
Cliineso uffjirs. England's differences with 
France are grave but if negotiations are 
prudently conducted a settlement should not 
he difScult. 

Tho Manchester Guardien Bucgests that 
the cabinet consider Russia's duinand that 
the powers collectively interfere with a view 
of clT^cting a settlement in the China-Japan 
troubles. 

Lord Roaebery it is said fears that Russia 
will act alone in the matter to the detriment 
of England if the latter refuses to agree. 

A Shanghai diepatoh says great excite- 
ment has been caused in the city of Ning Po 
by the report that nvo Japanese warships 
had been seen near the entrance to tho 
Ning Po river. 

A Shanghai dispatch says according to 
Chinese accounts the engagement at I'ing 
Yang was not a pitched battle. The total 
number of Chinese troops actually engaged 
wa-1 only 00(1. Two of the Chinese gen- 
erals, secicg that they were outnumbered, 
withdrew, but|Geaeral TsoFung, commander 
in chief of the Manchurian troops, stood his 
ground until only 800 of his force of 2,300 
remained. Nothing is known at Shanghai 
regarding the rnported mutiny of the Chi- 
nese army at \Vi Ju. 

The Post publishes a dispatch from Shang- 
hai saying it is reported there that the 
Chinese soldiers wlio escaped from Ping 
Yang have taken a position at Ngan, where 
they were joined by tho troops that were 
landed on the hanks of the Yalu river and 
by others from the province of Shun King. 
They are said to be intrenching themselves, 
and it is possible that a deoisive battle may 
be fought there in a day 'or two. Tbe Chin- 
ese offioials at Shangbai, the dispatch says, 
made an attempt a day or two.^o to -arrest 
. a Japanese traveler wbo had arrived from 
Manoburia, on suspicion of his being a spy. 
Tbe police were informed Ot tbe fact and tbe 
traveler was turned over to tile American 
consul. 

A dispatch from Yokohama Mays : Tbe 
Japan Herald announces that the Mikado 
has requested Captain Riohter, a German 
military oQicer, to pay him a visit. Captain 
Riohter was for several years attached to 
the Chinese army. Tho (Jerman warships 
which were aasenibled at Yokohama during 
the lust few days have been ordered to ports 
in Northern China. 

A Yokohama dispatch to the St. James' 
Gazette says tho Jufjaneae governinont has 
doi;ided to lloat a loan, the mnruint of which 
is not known. Tho eariio dispatuh .says the 
Japanese have disiioraeci Iho rebellimia Gol- 
atukoB in Korea. 

A Pfkin dicpalch says many foreign cua- 
toOiB f.lii juilii recidont in I'tkiii are leaving 
the city wilh their faniiliea. 

Tho governor of Kerin rrporto that the 
Japanese huvo cffjoted a landing in tho rear 
of Lanchun. It is added that tho whole 
province is in a state of consterualion, but 
measures for its defence are being adopted. 
Another levy has been made upon the Chi- 
nese merchants to nieeb the expenses of the 
war. 

San Francisco, Oct. 4. — The steamer 
Gaelio arrived tiiiin the Orient at 8 o'clock 
this morning. 8he brings Hongkong ad- 
vices up to Scntemhi-r 12 and yokobama np 
to September '-'I 'I'ne Japanese papers de- 
voted coniiidernlili) t,paoo to reports on pro- 
piratioiiH for tt,o liatilo of Ping Yacg, but 
as tlio (iaeliL! sailed from Yokohama only a 
few days after the groat conflict had taken 
place no definite particulars were obtained. 
Tho news of the Yalu rivpr fight had also 
been received, but nothing more than the 
dispatcbes indicating the viotory of tbe 
Japanese fleet. 

The following will serve to illustrate tho 
confidence felt in Jdpaneae i<ucccbs : " All 
our loyal and valiant military men," says 
Sbln Cboya, "are confident that! by the 
tbird day of NoveirJier t he Japanese will 
have taken Ping Yang, crossed the Yalu 
river and stormed Moukdon and the treas- 
ury of China. Tho Japanese flag will bo un- 
furled and tho Emperoi'd birthday and Jap- 
anese victories will be celebrated there on 
that day." 

Tho distriot about Tientsin is iniinduiod 
and the culaioity in slid to bo hailed at 
I'ekin aa a lileHuiii^.', since it oH'ors an (il'eot- 
ual impediment to Japanese invaalon. A 
rumor aayu that orders have ho.en iaeticd 
forbidding any attempt to lower the watoru 
despite tho ruin and fumino entailed upon 
tho unfortunaio peasantry. CJoncoruing the 
reported landing of Japanese troops on an 
island in Society bay, which was to be made 
a base of oporalinnH, no information has 
been received l)y tho Japanese government, 

WAMiiiNdTON, Oct, 4. — Secretary Herbert 
when asked what steps would bo taken for 
tho safety of Americans in China said that 
about two weeks ago ho bad sent written in- 
■truotlons to Admiral Carpenter, command- 
ing the American forces in Cblneie waters, 



suggesting to him that ho place himself in 
coniiiiunii:ation with the cnnimanders of 
foroigj. Il;ei8 and oo-operato with them by 
arrunciiig for concerted action In guarding 
tie foreign interests intrusted to their Cire 
Ir, WBS euegestfld that an agreement might 
possibly bo reached for an clfeotive distribu- 
tion of tho ahipj in such a woy that all 
treaty and other ports where foreign inter; 
ea'a might bo endangered should bo carsd 
for by oce or morjehipa from tho lleets with 
the understanding that they wore to mutu- 
ally give protection to tho citizens of all the 
n ii ions entering Into the agreement. There 
are at present but five American vessels on 
tr.e Asiatic station, and though this number 
will bo inoretsod to eight by December 
1, there are at least fifteen porta 
where the lives of American citizens may be 
endangered. If Admiral Carpenter can 
eecuro the co-operation ot tbe British admiral 
the British and Amerioan ships could be dis- 
tributed In ouob a manner as to protect both 
British and Amerioan subjects, and tho 
British ships would assist tho Americana 
and Englishmen In one part, while tho 
Amerioan vessels looked after tho English- 
men and Americans in otbora. 

The officials of the Japanese legation re- 
ceived un Interesting budget of news and 
gossip by the lost mail from Japan, The 
spirit of tbe peoplq is shown in the war 
songs sung by the Japanese troops as they 
push toward Pekin. The songs are otficially 
compiled by Prince Arlaugawa. They 
breathe great bitterness against China, and 
declare that now is the time to plant the 
[I«g of the rising sun on the walla of PekIn 
to illuminate its darkness. Each verse of 
tho song begins and ends with " Strike and 
chabtiao China," Various verses describe 
the Chinese aa arrogant and Insolent, as an 
army of cowards. Tho Chinese troops' war 
songa any of the Japanese that " They are 
an uiiJiaciplincd rabble, and, however iieroo 
their arms look they are useless." 

The Japanese minister of finance has otfi- 
oially made an announcement that tho war 
will not be allowed to interrupt tho internal 
improvetr.ent of Japan. Con8c(iuontly rail- 
way construction is to proceed with the 
same vigor as in peaceful times. The min- 
ister has arranged that the treasury shall 
keep aeparaie accounts of tho war expenses 
and those for internal improvements, in or- 
der that tho former may not overshadow 
the latter. 

Tho late custom house reports in Japan 
show that hor trade with tho United States 
is greater than that with any other country. 
The total trade last year was about 14,000,- 
000 yen. The British trade was second with 
6,000,000 yen. 

The Japanese people and press are retort- 
ing to the Chinese emperor's proclamation, 
directing that tho Japanese "wojen," moan- 
ing " pigmies," should be driven to their 
laira. The Chinese are being called " chaii 
ohau," the word meaning puerility, and 
" toupi kau," meaning " pigtailed vaga- 
bonds," China is referred lo as "Meiso 
koku," moaning the country in which peo- 
ple cannot make up their minds. The Jap- 
anese theatres are already presenting plays 
showing tho routs of the Chinese on land 
and sea.

MADAOASCAR. 

There Is a misanderstaadlDg between the 
Government of the Island of Madagascar 

and the Government of France. Some 
time ago, the French obtained a foot 
hold on the island and oatablished, what 
they were pleased to call, a protectorate 
over it. The aatiyea did nob realize the 
value of the privilege they were eojoying in 
being the proteges of the French Govern 
meint, for they quietly ignored the French 
consul and acted aa if he had no 
existence. Thia was not what the 
French calculated upon when they undertook 
bo protect Madogascar, ao they are now tak 
ing nieaautes to convince the Hovas that 
they cannot govern the country independ 
ently of France. There are some who assert 
that the French protectorate was only a pre- 
liminary to French ownership, either by 
treaty or oonqueab. The time has, in the 
opinion of the French Governrment, arrived 
when the claims of France in Madagascar 
should be activsly asserted. It is said that 
Great Britain does not favor the 
French protectorate over Madagascar 
and is not loo well pleased at the 
prospect of that ialand beooiaing a depend 
enoy of France, but lb is nob likely that she 
will take steps to frustrate any design 
which the French may have on that ooun 
try. It is evident that the time has uomo 
when the greater part of Africa and ita ad- 
j'jicent ialanda will bo divided among the 
nations of Kuropo, Kogland, having just 
appropriated a large parb of the eontinent, 
oinnot wiiii a good grace make a very 
forcible objection to France's helping herself 
to an ialand oil' ita ICaatorn coast. 



"A GLORIOUS VICTORY." 

Our Vancouver neighbors have had a tro 
mendous battle over their electric by-law 
The question wua whether it waa bettor for 
the citizens to let tho liglitiog of their city 
by oontraet or to own the electric plant and 
work ib themselves. The question was 
rather a diliioult ono, and wo aro not aur 
prised that there was u couaidorablo dillor- 
onco of opinion regarding it. It atrikea us 
foroibly thut it ia very far from being 
settled, even now that the olootion ia over 
and thoBo who favored the olty doing its 
own lighting have been victorious. It will, 
we fear, bo found that every time there is a 
hitch in tho working of the lighting 
machinery, when from some cause or 
other the light is not what it was 
expected to be, there will bo people to 
declare triumphantly " We told you 
so ; we predicted that the city would have 
a bad service for which they would 
have to pay a heavy price. If you had 
listonod to us you would have had a well- 
lighted city at a incdorato price and you 
would not be burdened with expensive ma- 
obinery ikud be worried by officials who are 
more like the city's masters than its aer. 
Tft&ts." Aad we must say that judging by 
Victoria's oxporionoo of city ownership 
there would be too nuioli truth in tho taunta 
of tho coutrnot inoii. When the city doea 
its own work tho authorities are disposed 
rather to direct it in auoh a way aa to aulb 
.tbemaelvea and their own peb aohemea and 
.tbaorieB, ,;th»n to .manage ib for the eonveni- 
ehde ' of tfae ' olbizena. Ib ia eomparatlvely 
eaay to Iceep oonbraotora up to the maric, 



JUMPlUa AT CONOLUSIONS. 

Although so little is known of what ia 
reported to bo tho great battle of Yulu there 
aro cuurugeouu critics who tell tho public 
that tho engagement ia a moab valuable ob- 
ject leaaon to the naval offioera of the work'. 
The oonoluaion they have oome to from the 
meagre and by no means very reliable in- 
formation they have received, ia that ar- 
mored cruisers of moderate size are moro 
effective and moro to bo relied upon, both 
for attack and defence, than heavily armorid 
battle ahipa. The battle ahips, they say, 
are unwieldy, they aro comparatively alow 
n their movements, dilBoult to handle, and 
when they are struck below thn water line 
it is impossible to keep them afloat. They 
sink liiio a atone. Tho cruiaer, on the othur 
hind, movee rapidly, is easily worked and 
can keep out of the way of the larger battle- 
ahipa, while at the same time ib kcepa 
pounding away at them. Lord lioreaford ia 
cited aa being in favor of the cruiser as 
against the great battleship. An American 
contemporary saya : 

Lord Bereaford points out that the merit 
of a warahip ia to inllict aa much injury aa 
poaaiblo ; that it can beat oecape injury by 
speed and handiucss, and not by being over- 
loaded and armor-logged in tho vain ellort 
to make her shell proof. 

Tho battle of Valu indicates that two 
firat'Ciasa cruisers can not only esoapefrom, 
but can destroy any battleship alloat. Lord 
Bereaford ia disposed to question whether 
the battleship or the very heavily-arniorud 
cruiser is not altogoth,}r a mistake. Speed 
and handiness in theao ironclads have been 
Siicrifiood to invulnerability. 

The Cbinoss ironclad battleships did not 
prove to be invulnerable, but were sunk and 
act on fire as easily aa the far swifter and 
more manageable oruisera. 

We are very much inclined to suspect 
that the conclusiona of the critics ure drawn 
from data that cannot with prudence be 
rolled upon. Both the Japanesa and Chinese 
authorities have taken very good care that 
tho outside barbarians ahall know very little 
indeed about bhe battle of Yaln. They have 
had bhe telegraph entirely in their hands, 
and they have given tho world such news 
only as in their opinion suited their roapec- 
tivo interests. It is well known that a 
strict regard for the literal truth in national 
matters ia not a oharaoteriatie of either 
nation. In order that anything can be 
learned worth learning from the battle of 
Valu both tho teacher and tho taught must 
have a knowledge of all the oondi. 
tlons under which the battle was 
fought. Ib aeema to be impoasible 
juat now to get thia knowledge ; beaidea 
even naval offioera of akill and experience 
must be allowed time to study the problem 
presented by that engagement. Men who 
have reputations to lose don'l jump at con- 
clusiona on important (ubjeots. Facts or 
assumed facta, that the omniscient newa- 
monger can paaa upon with but a moment'a 
consideration, will take a man of experience 
who is likely to understand their drift and 
thoir relative importance weeks and it may 
be months to enquire into and deliberate 
upon before he arrives at a oonoluaion at all 
aatlafactory to himself. There are people 
who have a profound diatruab of the confi- 
dent oonoluaiona of nnprofaaaional men 
formed ia a burry and oo inauffioient infer' 
mation.

provement of society, and that beoanse of 
this disapproval many women are deterred 
by a kind of false shame from lending u 
helping hand to thoso who aro doing what 
thoy can as they have opportunity to make 
tho world better. 



WOMEN'S SPHSRB, 

One of tho hopeful features of our time is 
that women arc taking a public pare in 
social movements. Organizjitiona composed 
solely of women are doing good work in 
promoting temperance, in reclaiming the 
erring, in educating the orphans, in pro- 
tecting tho unprotected of their own sex, 
and, in aome places, in promoting civic re 
forma. There ia no doubt a wide liold in 
tho world, outside tho household, for tho 
exertions of good women who are energetic 
and public-spirited. We, for onr part, do 
not see why good women should nob do for 
society in general what thoy do aa indivi- 
duals in tho familita to which they 
atn'trally btlong. Wointri ul hotiie 
aro reformers. When things go wrong they 
uunslder ib their mission to aot them right. 
Thoy have patience, taot, persistence and 
oiroction. Their icfluence, quietly exerted, 
does wondera in keeping order in the family 
and in cauaiug its iiifiira to run smoothly 
and pleasantly. Thia ia ao clearly the oaae 
that if u family is moro than ordinarily fuc- 
coaaful and united the cbaooea are ten to one 
that ita auooeaa and its happlneaa are duo to 
tho oxnrtiona and the iLfluenco of a woman, 
Soniotimee, it is true, women by their fusai- 
noaa, their incddlescmcricsa and thoir want 
of tact do moro harm than good, niahe 
thinga woreo instead of better, but the aelf- 
assertive, taotlesa women are happily in a 
minority, 

Ib ia impoaaible to see why sooioby should 
bs deprived of an influence which doeaauoh 

good work in our homos. If a woman, 
young or old, bolioves it to be her 
duty to help to lesson tho un- 
happinosa, the wickedness and tho ignor- 
anoo which aha sees around hor, and about 
which ahe bears and roads so much, why 
should ahe cob be encouraged to do her 
share towards making tho world happier 
and bottor than it is 'i There aro many who 
think ic unwomanly for a ludy to engage 
publicly In a work which baa for ita object 
the elevation of the degraded or the reclam- 
ablon of the erring. Bab ia nob auoh work, 
whether Ib ia done privately or publicly, 
womanly In its very nature ? We obaervo 
that there are some still who think it neces- 
sary to apologiae for a woman, not belonging

After the period of atorm and 
atreta through which tho people have paaaed 
it would bo absurd to ixpect auch a reviva" 
immediately, The country is convalescent, 
but it needs time to recover ita full strength 
That ib ia growing stronger day by day, 
however, admits of no question, and ua 
capitalists and investors and mei chants and 
manufacturers become convinced of tbia fact 
progress toward prosperity will increaao in 
a geomebrloal ratio. 

The Herald's opportnnitiea of obaervation 
are many and very good. In bnainess mat- 
ters it ia peculiarly discreet. It very sel- 
dom indeed takes too sanguine a view of the 
future. Ita tendency ia in the opposite di- 
rection. When it, therefore, bids the pub- 
lic be of good hearb, it may be baken for 
granbed that It places fattb in the algns of 
improvement that have become visible.

Tho announcement in the Empire this morn- 
ing that Mr. Meredith would bo appointed 
tj the bonoh created a eensation. Mr. 
Meredith refuses to talk abonti the matter, 
but bis friends say, however, that he will 
shortly accept tho appointment and retire 
from political life. J. P. \Vhitucy, M. P, P. 
for Dundas, is said to bo tho choice for 
leader to rcplaco Mr. Meredith, whoso re- 
tirement is certain. Howland, M.l'. P. for 
Toronto, said tho matter had been in pro- 
cess of arrangemont for the past month. 

Ottawa, Oct. I — It acoma to bo settled 
that; within a day or two W. R. Meredith, 
loader of tho Opposition in the Ontario 
legislature, will bo appointed Chief Justice 
of tho Court of Common Ploaa in place of 
Sir Thomas Oalt, who resigned on September 
4 last. Tho appuincmcut haa nut yet been 
uftioially made, but the Premier has laid u 
n:emorandum before the oouncil recommend- 
ing it. This would go to show that Mr, 
Meredith has signified his intention of ac- 
cepting the appointment. His elevation to 
tho bench would give general satisfaotion to 
uU Hoctiona of the commnnity, for his most 
ardent oppoaenfs in politioa have always 
been ready to admit that Mr. Meredith is 
an eminent lawyer and a highly esteemed 
citi/ien. The salary of Chief Justice ie 
SO, 000 Mr. Meredith is at present receiv- 
ing flS.OOO a year as city solicitor for 
Toronto.

' Drink, despondonoy and opportunity were 
productive of a tragedy in one of the seoond 

floor cells of the oity police slation between 
9 and 10 o'clock yoatorduy morning. The 
victim was Potor MoAra, fjr iho puat ei.x 
years an eniployo of Phillips' soda water 
factory, who committed suicide by hanging 
while awaiting trial in the police court on 
a charge of drnnkenneas. Opinions differ as 
to whether or not blamo rests upon the j >il 
authorities for not providing against the 
poanibility of self -murder in the celle, but 
the coroner's jury, vf ho examined into all 
the circumatanoos of the case yesterday, did 
not think it their duty to exprpss an opinion 
in this connection. 

McAra was u Scotchman by birth, 3') o 
;!(! yeara of ai;o, and cumo to Uricijh Goluni 
bia from Toronto, where ho wa. for some 
time in steady employment. Ho had mar- 
ried before leaving hia native land, and left 
a wife and child Dehind him in Scotland. 
These he seldom spoke of, and it ii curtain 
that hin letters homo wore few and far 
between, as the ab«ont wife has fuund it 
neoeaaary to write to her huabiud'u em- 
ployer hero to learn of his wheroabout-j. 
That there was an catranijenient uf some 
kind hai been auapeotod by McAr^'j abso 
ciatea ; aince hia untimely death this opm- 
ion has been confirmed by letlora to hia 
wife aud brother which he wrote about one 
month agOt but sever posted, and which 
were yesterday placed in the poaseaeion of 
the coroner. 

Daring the five or six yeara of McAra'a 
employment by Mr. Pnillips he has given 
general satisfaction, hia fondness for drink 
alone occasioning trouble both for himself 
and hia employer. The latter a couple of 
montha ago, in order to remove the tempta- 
tion aa much aa poaaible, took MoAra from 
the delivery wagon which he had been 
driving, giving him inside factory work iu- 
atead, and at the same time informing him 
that another relapae into drinking would 
mean disobarge. Mr. Phillips now admila 
that be aearoely meant just what he said, 
the threat being made lor McAra'a good ; 
it in evident, however, that cbo employe 
aooepted it as a laat warning. From that 
time until Wednecday evening, he carried 
himaeif without a miaatep. 

On Wtdneaday evenioR MoAra'deoided to 
go out to the exhibition grounds and witnets 
the tug-of-war, bis faith being pinned of 
course on the sturdy Scotchmen. Xhey 
won, and McAra forgetting hia determina 
tion to leave liquor alone, proceeded to cole 
brato the victory of bia countrymen. The 
result waa that Constable Carson found him 
drunk on Yates atreot shortly before mid 
nit'ht and placed him under arroat. There 
were then twenty other prisoners alreidy u i 
der look and key— the station having bat 
fourteen cella — and the j lilers were forced 
to expedients to accommodate the nt:\V ar- 
rival. 

At the head of the stairway leading to the 
department usually devoted to t. male pria- 
onera and " reminds," is a cell which ia 
plentifully supplied with steam pipes, 
and which has in coostqutncn been 
uaed as a dry room ever since the 
police took posaeaaion of the new 
jail. It is very warm, and ao, aa blankets 
were scarce, Jailer Mitten decided to give it 
to McAra. The linen drying in it woa 
hastily removed, and the prisoner having 
been duly searched was looked up. In the 
hurry of the moment, and probably owing to 
she darkneag of the cell, tlie little piece of 
rape olotbealine on which the linen had been 
bung wai overlooked and left with the 
priaoner in the cell. It ia highly improbable 
that the jailer who prepared the cell gave it 
a thought ; Constable Perdue who helped 
MoAra up the stairs and looked him up did 
not even aee it 

Half an hour later Perdue beard McAra 
calling and went to his oeUdoor. He found 
the priaoner standing upand looking through 
the grating. He aeked for a bucket, aud 
one waa placed in the cell. Nothing more 
wua heard from him until 7 in the mornine, 
when Jailor Alien replaced Jailer Mitten in 
charge. Aa. usual the incoming officer 
made his round of the cella, and found 
the occupant of No. 9 awako and standing 
at hia coll door. Ho wanted to get out, ap- 
prjarcd to reali/.s hia poaition keenly, and 
told the j viler that ho had been threatened 
with discharge if ho again took to drink, 
Bi (1 would bo almost euro to lose hia place if 
he was not on hand -it iho factory at the 
UfUtil hour. The jiiler aaked him what ho 
had been -rreeted tor, and waa told that no 
charge h d been plactd iigaiuat him — that 
. ia, MoAra B.vid he did not know ot any. H 
turning to hia oHi'io and lofiking at the 
charge book, the jiilor found " druukcti- 
neaa " entered, and of this he told the ptia- 
onor. At 8 o'clock McAra waa atill stand- 
ing at the cell door, worrying over the pro- 
spective loaa of bia poaition ; at ten minutea 
to nino breakfaat was cffered him, but re- 
fused. 

When the jailer again went to the cell, 
leas than an hour later, ho found McAra'a 
body hanging by the little piece of ropo from 
one of the steam pipea, the latter being 
about seven feet from the floor. The pris- 
oner had made hit preparations for death 
simply and quietly — Bollman, the Sydney 
embfzzler, who occupied' the next oell, 
heard no noiae of struggle or commotion 
of any kind. McAra had aimply stood on 
the upturned bucket, adjusted a noose about 
hia neck, and stopped oir. Ho was quite 
dead when found, and Dr. Walt, who was 
immediately summoned, although the body 
waa ytt warm gave aa hiu opinion that life 
had been extinct about t voiity minutea 
The cause of death was indicated by the 
dark red mark around the neck, and the 
doctor in his cvidenoeaald simply, "Strangu- 
lation by liaiiging." 

During the progrcsa of tho coronor'a in- 
quest, which waa held with T. W. Carter 
i\i foroir.an during the afternoon, attention 
wiHHcveral times directed by tho jury to 
tho cmelesaneaa of tho police in leaving the 
ropo uBcd as an instrument of death, iu the 
cell— if this was done. Chief Sheppard up- 
on this point asked the permission of the 
coroner to remark that if a person contem- 
plated Buioido in tho colls, he oottid 
certainly accomplish it by tearing 
up his bedelothiug. Tho arrangement 
ot the pipes in tho new jail, as bad often 
been pointed out both by the pi>Iioe and the 
papers, mado tho operation an extremly 
easy one. Uf course a prisoner would not 
have bean given this particular oell had it 
not been for tho crowded condition of the 
jail ; twenty prlsonera wore far too many 
for it to properly accommodate. 

The jury were oloseted in consnltation 
bub a veiy few moments J their verdict was 
as follows : 

•• That tho doccaaed Petor MoAra came 
to bis death by strangulation in a coll at 
the city lookup, where he hanged hiniaolf

The pigs were alleged to he a nuis- 
ance, and complaint having been formally 
lodged with the city authorities they set 
about securing the removal of tho anim.da. 
There being no by-law available for the pur- 
pose, they passed a special law, and gave 
notice to tho owners of the pign that " the 
municipal council hereby declares the keep- 
ing of pigs and poultry in a building situat- 
ed on the east part of lot 664, Johnson 
street, in the sold city, a nniaanco and 
dangerous to the public health, and hereby 
orders that Iho pigs and poultry now being 
kept in said building be removed from the 
a aid building and lot by the owner or oeeu- 
pier thereof on or before tho 4th day of Oc- 
tober next." 

Meaars. M. & L Young, who own tho 
pigs, are law abiding citizens. Though 
firmly of the opinion that tho council had 
no ri;:ht thus to single out one particular lot 
and say that while p'ga may be kept 
elsewhere in tho city that lot must bo 
cloaed ogainat them, they forthwith set 
about complying with the terms of this 
special ordinance ; and their compliance was 
none tho less ready from the tact that but 
little inconvenience was involved. It hap- 
pens that the premises adjoining " the said 
building and lot " furnish )juite ac comfort- 
able quarters for tho pigs, which in oonae- 
quenoo ^voro moved there on the .'ird inat. 
Therefore, when the sanitary inapoctor yes- 
terday paid an oflicial visit to the premises 
designated in tho rernlution of tho council 
ho found them unoccupied, and in proof of 
tho fact that tho lato tenants had indeed 
boon moved he could see them with hia own 
eyes on tho next lot. 

The McEsre. Young feel no compunction 
about not complying with the unexpressed 
Intention of the council, beoaoae they aay 
that their premises are quite faultlessly 
kept, and are models of oleanliness compared 
with others which without protest of any 
kind are allowed the freedom of the neigh> 
borhood.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Lnw to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoriii to niso tho sum 
of $150,000 for Water Works I'ur- 
posoa. 

Whereas it la expedient and nccngsary to 
ralao a atim of money for rxtondlnf; and im- 
proving tho aupply ot water of tho wator worka 
ot tho City of Victoria to tho Inhobitanta 
thoroof, and for that purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of tho said city tho sum 
ot ?I50.000; 

And whercaa It will require tho aum of 
?7,731 to bo ralaod annually by rate for tho pay 
ment e( tho new debt and interest; 

And whereas the whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said cor 
poiation ot the Oity of Ytctoria, according to 
the last revised oasosamont roll for tho year 
1831, Is ?15,559.370.CO; 

And whereas It will requiro nn anmial rate 
of one half of ono mill in tho dollar tor paying 
such now debt and Interest; 

And whoroas this Qy-law shall not be altered 
or repealed except with the consent of the 
UeutenantGovemoi-ln Council. 

Be It therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of the Olty of Vic- 
toria, OS follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall belawfnifor the Mayor of tho 
corporation of the City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of the said Corporation by way 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned from 
any person or persona, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not excoadlng in tho 
whole the sura ot ?150,(X)0 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rate of I Wi 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound BtnrlinK), and to caueo all Bums ao raised 
or received to bo paid Into tho hands ot 
tho Treasurer of the said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object hereinbefore ro 
cited. 

Boo. 2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo made, 
oxecntod and laaucd for such auma as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho aum of 
51 iO.OOO, either In currency (or sterling money 
at tlio rate of I.8U 2-3 dollara to tho ono pound 

terling) aa may bu retiulred, each of ttosaid

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GLACIAL WONDERS. 



•"An Icy Mouutaiu Which Overshadows 
and Dwarfs tbe Most Famed 
Hitherto Known. 

•Admiratiou for Mount St. Elias— Its 
Top-Lofty Peak Certainly 
Canadian Property. 



A glacier whose mBRnitude di^arfa tho 
greatest of thoae over whiob the Alaskan 
tonciata have goae into eoataoiea aliayed tho 
progreas of the bonnclary anrvey ateamcr 

Thiatlo when on two oooaalons during tho 
present seaaon eho penotratod tho west arm 
of Glaoiet buy, into which it ia believed no 
veaael had ever before entered..' ' Xhia man- 
ater ia the Brady glacier, and the membera 
of the Northern aeotion— Mr. Ogilvio'a— of 
the boundary survey commiaaion now in 
tho city agreo in declaring it an icy wonder 
not paralleled in at least tho Alaskan divia 
Ion of tho frozen North. Tho Bunimit of 
Brady is the starting point for many soeni- 
ingly perennial atroaina of ioo which slicio a 
conataut Quccoaaion of enornioua niaaaoa, 
many of tlieni voritabls ieoborga, acres 
in exieiit ami hundioda of feot deep. The 
celebrated Muir glivcior in Claclor bay was 
seen by all the menibi'ra Bovoral limea 
during the uMaaon, "'id the coinmia- 
cion uB a body think it tame compared 
with some otli';ra they have seen in tho 
country, and puuy compared with the IJrady 
fjlacior, hitherto ulniost unknown. At one 
time it uaa thought that this glacier dis- 
charged only inco Taylor bay, but it was 
thia year diucovored that it diaohargna into 
a score of othora as well. Its numeroua 
arma encircle all the land on tho oouthwt 
side of (Jlaoior bay and all the main coast 
from (Jlaoier hay to Icy cape. It must bo 
at Icuat fifty miles in length, and probably 
ia many more from eod to end. Ita neve la 
situated on the northern slope of the f «ir. 
weather rungp, the direotion of ita flow 
beini; aoutheaabward. 

Xhe arms of the Brady glacier die 
aharsiag into Glacier bay have ac 
filled it with blooka and berga of ioe 
that navigation ia anything buteaay, and on 
one of the viaita tbe Thistle had to be 
bandied with extreme oare to avoid oolliiion 
with tbe large otaaBea ; amaller ' onea of 
course oould not aerioualy affaot her. Mr 
Brabazm, who worked on this arm for aome 
weeka, says that for some time daring the 
continuance of a aoutbeast wind, whiob held 
the ioe in the bay, it waa impaaaibie to croaa 
with a canoe, the ioe being so densely 
packed, 

Tourists who wish to get a conception of 
utter weird sterility and desolation should 
go up this arm, for for miles along ita shores 
there ia not tho slightest sign of vegetable 
life ; not oven an Arotio shrub can be found 
clinging to ita bold, bare, rocky slopes 
Much of tho rock ut its westerly end ia a 
dark gray limeatono, closely resembling 
marble, but coarser in texture. In many 
places this haa been polished by the 
glacier which once filled the bay 
till it shines in tho sunlight 
like polished marble. It ia not many gener- 
ations aince tho arm of this bay and the other 
arm leadirg to tho Muir glacier were filled 
by one vaot glacier consisting of the Brady 
and Muir, which must have covered thou- 
sands of square miles of surface. Whilo at 
Bartlott b^y, an arm of Glacier bay, Mr. 
Ogilvie heard of a legend cur- 
rent among the Indiana there which 
would go to show that theae glaciera 
were in one and extended down to 
Bartlett bay, from twenty- five to forty miles 
from where they now end, about a hundred 
years ago. An aged Indian there asserted 
that he recoUcoted when a child hearing tbe 
older people talk of an immense shove by 
this glacier which overwhelmed the oommu. 
nity of Indians on tbe shore and destroyed 
about five hundred of them. Mr. Ogilvie 
Ondeivored to got some corroboration of thia 
Btory, but as he had no good interpreter ho 
failed, BO gives it for what it is worth. 
One fact be noted in connection 
with it waa that an immense bar whiob 
thia Indian alleged waa pnahed up 
from the bottom by thia ice above, was 
covered with apruoe timber, the largest 
tree in which he found showed only about 
eighty growth rings, corresponding with 
the aame number of years, thus lending 
probability to the Indian's statement, as 
the bar woald very likely bo bare of veg- 
itation for many years after exposure, just 
aa morainea of dhe glacier diaobarging into 
tbe west arm now are. 

Daring the laat days of July Mr. Ogilvie 
went on the Thistle to Vakutat bay, which 
lies at the foot of and to the oastword of 
Mount St. EliftB, this being tho o.xtremo 
westerly end of tho ground to ho covered by 
the Qurvty. From Lituya b=iy, which la 
4S miles westward from Capo Spencer, 
to Vakutat hay, upwards of 100 niiloa, there 
is no harbor, hat from Dry b»y, the mouth 
of the Altteck rivor, to Yakutat buy, tho in- 
tervening country ia one va-st lagoon, pierced 
by nuny channels and arma of the at-a, 
which the nutivea navigate in their canocn 
with perfect aecurity no muter what 
tho Weather ia like outside. Tho walera are 
tni) shoal, however, for anything but canooa, 
and even of the^o portages have occasionally 
to 111) n'.;>de. U'bilo at Vakutat bay Mr, 
Ojilvin aaw and lihotogruphed the great St. 
Mli'ia .-Vips, and though the nearest point to 
Mount St- Elias which ho attained waa (Ki 
miloa ic etill Inomod up in grand and \aat 
proportiona. A' Oat this great peak, which 
is certainly in ('.inadian territory thou^jh 
t'K. aides of tho mount lin run far into tt o 
L'ciitetl States Hido, Mr. Ogilvio is quilo 
onthusiiBtio. " It is,'' he saya, " truly u 
^rand spectacle, aud inspires one with a 
aiiirit of reappcl and awe for Nature and 
Nature's Author. It seemed to strike all 
beholders on tho Thistle with the 8ame 
spirit, and that wua one of silent admiration, 
aa it stood glistening in ita everlaating.-white 
robe in the morning sunlight. It is a monn. 
t tin par exoellenoe, and atanda alone like a 
■ lent WAtohman at the extreme westerly 
end of the St. Bllaa Alps. Mount L-^i^an, 
situated several miles inland from St. E iap, 
th'High l.TjOOfuet higher than tho latter (it 
b ing 19,500) from ita position does not in- 
spire one with tho same feeling. Even at 
thia diatancj (liU miles) the Mauapina ttla- 
clor llowing from tho sides of St. Elias 
plainly ahowaits vast proportiona, disoharg- 
ing by numerous streams into Yakutat and 
loy bays."

fietnrn of the SealiDer Schooners 
"Mary Taylor" and "Walter 
A. Earle''— The Catches. 



-No Fears for the Safety of the "Mer- 
maid"— Entries and Clear- 
ances. 



Suooessful cruises with no bad luck of 

any kind aro reported by tho sealers Mary 
Taylor and Walter A. Eirlu, which arrived 
homo yoatorday. The Earle, Captain L. 
Magaeson, osme in first with aoatoh of 6S1 
uUius from Behring Sea, making her total 
toh for the aeaaon 2,150 skina. She apoke 
a nutnber of vessels in August, but lately 
ran aornas very few. Tho Maaoot when 
seen had 'J12 and the Fawn in tho neighbor- 
hood of 1,000. The Annie C. Mooro and tho 
Saucy Lias were also heard from indirectly, 
tho latter with a poor catch. During a storm 
in the sea lightning struck tbe E>rle and she 
narrowly escaped deJSruotion, The topmast 
was split and blackened, the electric 
flime instead of running down the 
mast, however, being oonduoted into the 
water by tbe steel rnpea. Tbe Mary Tay- 
lor was towed in from the Straits in tho 
afternoon by the tug Lottie, after having 
spout the night in a vain rffjrt to got 
in. It was four o'clock yeaterdiy mornuig 
when the schooner fdtt her way through 
a heavy fog to Rico Racks. There Ciptaln 
Robbins was somewhat confused, as tbe log 
alarm whistle, he aays, was not blowing, 
and tbe fearful tide running caused huge 
breakers, tho noise of which could be plainly 
heard by tho.'o aboard the schooner. The 
Mary Taylor spent Che entire season upon 
the Japan and Copper island coasts and has 
as a result 1,124 skina, which though not a 
groat number wore, aa stated above, taken 
without accidenta or sickness ; tho Russian 
coast catch was 250 furs. The Taylor was 
picked up off the Cape some doya ago and 
given a tow to Noah bay by tho tug Tyeo. 
The Elizi Johnson, of Seattle, arrived at 
Neah bay whilo tho Taylor was there, aa did 
also the Willard E Ainaworth. Tho 
former had a catch, of 1 200 and the latter 
1,110. Through the Siwash schooner Col- 
umbia the Mermaid was heard from. Tho 
Columbia spoke her a week ogo last l^^riday, 
returning homo with a giod c itch and at 
tho time 25 daya on tho voyage from Copper 
ialand. The m/ij jrity of tho achoonera 
which have already returnrd from the Cop- 
per ialand coast have mado the pa.t^agu bumo 
in lesa than twenty-five days. There are no 
fears, however, for tbe safety of the Mer- 
maid, as the vessel ia one of tbe stauoohest 
and most seaworthy of the sealing fleet.

againot the city, a debt of $2,000,000 and a 
tax of two cents on tho dollar. But thoy 
stayed at homo and the by-luw carried. It 
is holioved thot the present lighting com 
puny will attempt to enjoin the city from 
lotting tho oootraot for the erection of the 
plant, on tho ground that a two-third vote 
is required, and on other grounds.
